I 
the only isrue in the c>nte?t ; tbey promulgated ' 
to tbe world that they bad tom dow-n the svm- j 
bol of our uatiouality, baptized, as it wa^ iu the I 
crimson tide which gu-bed fro-n the pierced 
hearts of their fathers on tbe battle-fields of the j 
Revolution ; they taunted us with the declara- | 
tioD that they hod inaugurated a rebellion | 
which would exclude us from a heritage in the ' 
bones of our jieople fallen in* our country’s , 
struggles, .and now miagling with S'Xiithem | 
soil ; and they declared that they desired no 
heritage iu that warm a«d generous blood of . 
tlie South xx-hich had iiaibed even the rugged ^ 
rocks of New England In defence of her altars ; 
and ber firesides. And they annonneed, too, 1 
aye, tinblusbingly announc^ that tbev hacl . 
lieriAttraled this beinons crime, thfe great wick- ' 
edness, tii>on the one inducement of mikin; ' 
slavery the chief coraer-sPiue of a new Coaled- j 
erated Goverament, i 

Thus, iu the x-ery opening of the war, was ' 
Elavery hurled into the arena, and that, too, by | 
those who claimed to be, par ezccllentte, its . 
tritnds. And, sir, if we are {>ermUted to be- | 
lieve tbe declarations of the leading politicians ' 
of the South, it was designed by the re'ielUoD !

When the tbnnder of the artillery which shook 
the wall? of Fort Sumter wa? eclioed aud re- 
echoed all ox-er our land, (musing ex-erv patriotic 
lieart to tremble for the manner in which the 
problem of man’s (mpahility of self-gox-ernmeut 
was about to l>e solved, and when you, sir, and '• 
I, and the great majority of the members of this , 
LegfelaturE believed and predicted that the 
Southern iieoi'le were.digging the grax-c of the 1 
institution of which they were the professed 1 
champions, Mr. ToombE in a public speech, au- ’ 
Dounct d that tlie war that day begun by the ' 
South would be prosecuted, not onlv nnUrthev i 
had wrenched from ns the National Capital, but 
it would probably ctentinue until ihev dictated • 
their terms of iieacc in old Faneuil Hall Itself. ! 
Another of their leading men (Mr. Cobb. I be- ; 
lltx'e) declared that they would prueecute the 1 
w ar until he could call the roll of hi? slaves in 
the shade beneath the monument on Bunker 
Hill. The war was then in it? incipiency; and ; 
wliile these tbreatenings of carnage, of con- ' 
quest, and tyranny, where breathed throughout ! 
the8outb.what were tbe utter am -es. and what the | 
actions of the Federal Government ? The Exec- . 
utive retieaUdlv declared that he h xd no desire : 
to interfere witb the institutions of any of the 1 
States. Onr x-enenible Crittenden presented a | 
series of resolutions In tiie United States Senate, • 
to tbe cflftet that the Federal anthoritie? did not 
design to meddle with slavery, and if the peo- 
ple of tbe Southern States would lay down tbeir 
arms and return to their allegiance’ that no war | 
sliould be made npon the institution , and those | 
resolutions wore almost unanlm'jn«ly adopted i 
by both houses of CongresE As our armies ad- | 
vanced on Southern s(nl, the proclamations of j 
our Generals breath<-d the Eamc spirit. The ■ 
property — including Ib'e slax-es — of men whose ' 
Iiearts were black with treason toward onr Gov- ' 
ernment was scrnpnlouslv gu-arded and pro- 
tected. But, notwithstanding all this, the in- 
Furgents still burled into the arena their gage of ' 
tiattle upon the fesue of slavery, and declared 
on every field of slaughter, ancl shouted from ' 
t very rostrum, and preached in ex’cry house — : 
dedicated to God, hut by rebellion "converted :

In the Incipien* stages of the w.ir onr Execu 
live sougLt. by a conciliatory iiollcy toestabli-h 
and secure that great principle of ' Union upon 
which the Government was founded. During 
the first two years of the war, notwithstanding 
the South urceil and continued to hurl into tin 
tee th of the President the issue of slavery, still 
he refused to accept that Issue, and still were 
our gallant soldiery found daily kissing the r^- 
bot shot, .and toili'ng and bleeding .and dving 
an und the peterle-ss ensign of the Rejmblic, to 
l>reeerve each oneeif it? striiies from erasure 
and each one of its stars from pollution, and 
Filll were they found, at the de.ad hour of the 
night, with gun in hand, protecting the proper- 
ty of men who had just charged over the real 
He'd of t-arnage, thirsting for their blood. Bit 
in the summer of l?i:2. fearing that the policy 
of the nation in regard to the slave? of the lasnt- 
grnt? might have to be changed, bv rca.?on of 
the i cr?feteucy of treason ui>on thfe Issue ami 
knowing that, in the ruin of the system in the 
seceded States would be involved ” Its destruc- 
tion in the loyal States, the President prtrposed 
to us a scheme of compensated emancipation. 
Thfe would have secured to Kentucky about i;5,- ^ 
(H.'b.fiOt) oftdoll.ars for our slaves. But that same 
prejudice, or so-called conserx-atfem, which will 
now lesfet the inevitable decree ot fate which 
has doomed this instiintion to dcatrucUon, re- 
jected the propof-iiion, and denied ns this remu- 
neration. But, notwithstanding the propo?.al 
was hurled back into the face of the Executive 
with insulting scorn, and notwithstanding the 
vauntings ot the rebels continued, yet still the • 
Federal authorities, previ'ius to’ September, ' 
D«'2, made no war upon slavery. But, sir, when 
Southern comrafesioners sought to mike, and 
were about to succeed in making, a proposi- , 
tiou of emancipation on their part a great el“- 
ment In securing the recognition of the Inde- 
l»endtncc of the Confederate States by foreign 
powers, then it l)«c:iine nece??.arv for onr G >v- 
ernincnt to alter tbe i>olicy upon which the war ' 
had been prcx-ionsly conducted. Thit question 
now liecama apparent, an*l had to Ire deter- 
mined : Shall the Institution of slax-ery go 

down, or shall thfe Union, freighted as it I? 
w ith the hoy-eg and dcsiinie? of millions of free- 
men, perish, and that forever ? 

For at that time the reccgnitlcn of the Con- 
f<:d( rate States bx foreign ixiwers would almort 
irirxitably have fecured their independence. 
And even if it had not a<!compli?hed this, it 
.would at least haxe protracted the war. proba- 
bly it would ha.'e involx'ed n.? iu strife with 
Fiiropean power?, and caused tbe shedding of 
liver? of patiiiitie blood, everv drop of which 
i.s worth more than all the slax’es and slave .«vs- 
tem? in Chri-stendom. And to secure that 
recognition, which would have be>‘n so detri- 
mei.tal to n- and so advantageous to their poli- 
cy, the leaders of the South aun'xunced their j 
re-jdine?H to sarriOce slavery by their own act. 
In order that they might bit enabled to gratify 
that nmt'ilioii an’d hate, of which llntir tre.v« >h 1 
was liegotten. It we? neec.?sary, iheret'orE to 
foreFtall them in their desigoE and, inSeptem- ' 
ber. 1«63. Mr. Linisdn gave notice to the South- 
ern I eople, that nnlc.?s thev laid down their j 
arms ami ceased their trea?')n, prfor to the first ! 
of January, 1HC.3, he would on that dav fesuc 
his proe-Iamation, declaring the slaves free lu 
tbe setteded States. N'>t heeding the warning I 
they per?i:ted in re-belllon, and on the first of 
January, lki’>3, the Executive of tbe United 
States acceptiNl the gage of battle upon their I 
own terms He did not make the i—ue- he 
Fimply accepted that issue which they themselves 
bad made. 

A? to the power of the PrE?ident, as Com- 
mand* r-in-Chief of the armies and navies of I 
tbe U nited States, to l?suc thfe pro'.-l.amat!on. 
there may he some question. But where a 
qne?ti(>n j? debatable. I. for one, am willing to 
yield the greatest authority to the E.xecutive, 
if he will use that authority In crushing this | 
unbolx rebellion. A.?tothepoli(yofit,its w'tsdom ' 
ha.? been proven beyond allqti^Uon. .\nd. sir, 
the rebel? themselx-e? now concur in it ; and the 
same policy fe now being urged bv the leading 
Bonthern jonrnals Thns elearlx-’ proving that 
national non-interference with slavery his not, 
even by them, been regardcNl x? a m.uter of un- 
changeable tiriociple, bat simply a quastion of 
mntablc policy and exixedlencv. The develop- 
ments of the xvar since .laniiary. IMirt, have 
proven the exfiediency of tlie proclamation. It 
!.« true that it may hare made traitors more ve- { 
hement. bnt it <N>uld not have made them more 
determined or persistent in their treason. It Is 
true that it may have caused some accessions 
to the rebel rank.?; but, to overbalance this. 

It has prevented foreign Intervention ; it ha? | 
.stripited the rebels of the symnathies of the ! 
ci\1Iiz«d nation? of the earth; it hE? reduced [ 
their supplies sod added to our own rank.? two I 
hundred tbonsand fighting men. For, as a ' 
necessary consequence of the proclamation, the ' 
enlfetipeut of negroes was (temmeaced In the i 
South. M'hen the slave wa? emancipated, and I 
even before h'ls emancipation, he owed service | 
to the United States, and we? subject to mili- 
tary duty. And in this position I am now being : 
uphold by the rebels tbcmselvoE who are dis- : 
cussing, not the rirf/il (for this .?eems to he <N>n- I 
( eded), bnt tbo i>ropriety of enlfeting slaves in 
tbeir armies. | 

The enlistmes^ of negroes in the seceded I 
States naturalH led to their enlUtment here iu I 
Kentucky. If my recollection is correct, there l 
had tieen no enrolment by Federal authority in 
this State until some tirne iu eighteen hundred 
and sixty-three. Up to thi? time the quota of 
volunteers reijiilred from this State had l>een 
apportioned, I pre.'umE aeeording toour repre- 
sentation in Congress. We of the Sonth have 
always claimed that our slaves were not onlv 
property, but persons, and. E«?urh. should have 
representation in the national eouucil.s. And a 
clause was iiib* rted in the Onsiiiutfon of the 
United States allowing three-fifths of the st.ax-es 
to I* counted in the aptiorlionmeni of tlongres- 
?ioi al districts. ThereforE three-fifth? of the 
slaves were repre?ented bv volunteers from our 
Slate prior to the first draft in Rentuckv What 
class of our citizens reiin-sewted them.* Go to 
your armies and fce' Yon will find the owners 
ot but few slaves there. But. sir, vou wiU find 
that the same hard bands which havE in the 
hap[iier days of the Republic, gitided liie plough 
through tbe furrow, and tbe same hrawnv arms 
w bicli have wielded the scvtbe in tbe harvest- 
tield, aud made the eternal hill? echo to the 
stri ke? of the axe in the fore*-t. are n >w grasp- 
ing tbe musket and wielding the sabre on onr 
batile-tielde for the maintenance of the honor 
ol tbe flag. Then, sir, when it we? claimed, 
and ju.?tly, too. that even as our 
staves were represemted in the offii.'es of the 
country, so should they l>e repre?ented in the 
army, and when the Slate was about to be 
drafted for her (juota under the call for truo;« 
in 186.3. would it have been right, would it have 
been just, to have further depleted the rank? of 
wui king men, to bave torn the hu?l>and and 
father fn^m the wife and children dependent 
u|K>n hfe labor for snpport. in order to represent 
y our slave or my slave, or the slaves of those 
from Kentucky who are now in the rebel armv, 
not only resfeting national authority, bnt who 
are also seeking to overthrow the laws and 
Constitation of Kentncky, and to force npon us 
a miserable revolntionary State governmont, 
which was half-way inaugurated here Vben the 
step of the usurper resonnded on our highwavE 
and hfe hoarse laugh we? heard echoing through 
the vaulted corridors of this Capitol.’ I say 
buif-inaDgurat(Nl here! The undertaking was 
finished ui>, God knows where: tor tbe ceremo- 
nies were inteirupted by the advancing columns 
ot tbe soldiers ot the nation, oe ‘ keeping step 
to tbe music of tbe Union,” beneath their wav- 
ing emblems of nationalitv they right onward 
pressed, determined that the sacred sod be- 
neath which sleei>8. on yonder hill, our buried 
liraves around battle iaonument. should no 
longer be desiNirated by the unhallowed tread 
o: tbe invader. 

I have asserted, sir, that it was rightly held 
that onr slaves should be represented in the 
army, even ns thev were represented in Con- 
gress and in the Electoral College. The onlv 
qnestiF'U to be determined was thfe : ShalLtbev 
he represented bv white men. or shall they 
represent themselves? And, sir, if yon had | 
a*kedany-non-slavehoIdin<g citizen it bethought 1 
it would be ju.?t to require him to stand tbe | 
draft in lien of the twenty-flx'E fifty, or one 
hundred alaves belonging to bis neighbor, ve- 
lieniCDtly he would have answered — No 1 And , 
it bfe slaVeboIding neighbor will put the same ; 
quostim to hisown heart, bis sense of jn?iice 
V ill compel him to give the same an.swer. And, 
sir, when tbe names of some of those gentle- 
II en, who, while quietly .?itting in their eom- 
tortable offices, denounce the enifetment of tbe 
negro as a relic of barbarism and the violation 
of a great principle — I say, when the name? of 
some of tboee are tnrued out by the relentless ' 
wheel ofUic Provost Marshal, It is amusing to 1 
see bow quickly they abandon prineiple and ’ 
lieeome barbarians in their eagerness to enlist ! 
negroes to serve as tbeir substitutes. | 

I have now, Mr. Speaker, traced tbe hlstorv . 
of the issue of slavery through the war, and 1 ' 
think that the mere recital of tnat history proves I 
that tbe rebellion fe responsible for its nreeent I 
condition, so barren of good and so pregnant { 
with evil. That history shows that it was made | 
tbe pretext of treason, and was bv treason urged 1 
as the great issue of the war. That persfetiuglv 
it pressed thfe issue upon the Federal authori- 
ties, until at last they were constrained, in order 
to establish and preserve the unity of the nation, 
and for tbe prevention of foreign intervention, 
to accept it. ThuE it is demonstrated that it 
was not the premeditated act of tbe President, 
or other authorities of tbe United StateE whkh 
lias dethroned slavery and reduced It from the 
controlling poaition it once occupied to its pres-- 
ent condition, a condition so abject that there 
should be none so poor as to do it reverence. 
No, sir. Its status is attributable to those who, 
with a siren’s voIce has wooed the people of tbe 
South from the allegiamN; due to onr tenifleent 
government. .\cd yet, so terrible has been tbe 
thraldom in which even tbe smouldering em- 
bers of this institution has held Kentuedtian.?, 

XX hose sonlS were in all things else as nufettered 
as were the steps of the McGregor upon hfe 
bigblaud heather, that this fe the first timE I 
belfevE that tbe policy of the President in re- 
ganl to slavetx' has been attempted to be dfe- 
( ussed in this capitol. Treason charged that 
the proclamation of January, 186,3, was unnec- 
essary and barbarous ; and the cry WE?taken up 
in Kentncky, even by loval men, and its author 
was denounced and.rondemued without a bear- 
ing as a public malefactor. -And, sir. full well 
do X ou know that such has been tbe slate of 
public opinion on thi? subject in Kentu'k' ,that, 
if any one bad asked for an inve?tigation of the 
charges upon which the Executive was here 'to. 
suffer political uad moral crucifixion, the 



inquirer would have orlv been announr. 
ing himself a? a candidate for the 
most bitter reviling?. We are told that among 
the customs of the Rixman Church fe the maln- 
bmacce of a triliunal to determiue upon claim? 
for canoni/atiou. Probably fifty ora hundred 
years after the death of one of the memtiers of 
the priesthood, who has di^tiuzuisbed him»elf 
by his enerp- in the cau?e <>f the church hfe 
purity of cbaracter. and hfe cxcrllmce of ac- 
tion. a petition fe filed liefore thfe tribunal u> 
canonize him as a siint. The petition probaMv 
lecitcs what he ha.? done to di-tlngufeh h;m-e!f 
as a clergyman, what fruiU h’u labor? have 
yielded to the holy church, and sets forth the 
trails wherein he was peculiarly celebrated f*r 
fanctity. There fe an officer bt tbi? tribunal 
whose duty it I? to denv tbe allegatloas in the 
I ctilioD, to revile the character c« the eandldate 
for canonization, and urge the rights >>f hfe 
H.itanic M.ajesty. This officer is called the 
Devil's Advocate. Tliu?, by tbe most anefent of 
Chtfeliaii churches, and in’the very heart of the 
t hi fetian world, ex-en the devil ’is allowed a hear- 
ing. But hcrE until very recently, no mxn 
dared vfodicate or defend the conduct ol 
the thief Executive, in eonsc»iuencc <>f the 
certain social ostracism of him who at- 
temfted .mch vlndlc:ition. But, sir. gazing 
iieyond the thick gloom xvhich surroauas us. w«j 
thougl t that XX e t>clield the omens of ifo; daxvn- 
ing of a better day. It fe yet to tic tested xvbeth- 
trtbat day has now dawned, or whether the 
mind? of rnr people are «till to be en?Iaveu t v 
a superstitious idolatry of tiff? iunllatlou, v. hi ii 
has LitLerto so neutralized Kentnekv lox-altv 
Whether that day has now dawned, <w fe yet In 
futurity. I feel that I bave discharged a duty 
XX hich ’ever.’ member hereoxv(» to the hfetorv 
‘ of hi? countn-. I have attempted to jd-ace th ; 
odium of the_ present disorganized condition of 
all ol our institution? where Itpropcriv bcl-jugs. 
To fasten it not a;>on the authorities ol mv 
countrv. bnt upon those who tore doxx n from 
tbe wall? of Fort Sumpter the Cagof tba trcE 
and reared in It? stead the ba-tarj banner be- 
gotten of this unholy ref<ellion. .And although 
mv feeble < iforts here in defence of the Pres'ident 
may, like the.«eedsof vx hich Scripture speak?, 
by tbe thorns of prejudice be prevented from 
vieldirg fruit, xct I .*bull re?t contente'f in the 
discharge of my duty, and wii’j the full a??'a- 
rance that the future chronicler of events now 
transpiring xxlll triumphantly defend him, ami 
will also prove the poll’v and tbe priii'.-iples of 
tbe lender? r ! thi? rebellion to be more hideoa? 
than were the features of the fafee prophet of 
Kh('ra.??.a. 

Tbe second resolution, in it? first clause, vin- 
dicates the idea of an amcmltaent to the Con- 
stitution of the United Btate? for the prohihition 
of slavery within the States and rerritories 
thereof. I have heard i be power of tiie pC'iple 
in their sexeteign capacity doubted by .?(,me 
who contend tb.xt the Federal C’oosti 
eannut be so amended a? to abolish slax>.,a. 
But, gentlemen who hold thfe do< trine surelv 
bave net x»ell pondered the siilyecl. AVherc i's 
> our charter for tbe enslavement of th-.i negro? 
From xxlience does Kentnekv derive the right 
to incjorporate in ber organic law the po ver of 
one iu;in to hold another in bondage, and de- 
prive him of the Grid- given Ixxm of r o. di>m? 
Tie charter for property in man is in the Fed- 
eral Coustitniinn, aud Kentncky derives her 
right therefrom. I b.ave heard {mutlemcn ext 
that the charter fe in the common law. Tbl? I 
im ;t emphatically denx’. Before the iron ran- 
som was paid for the redemption of our coun- 
try from the condition of ^ti?h provinceE 
th’trc was a statute adopted by tiie British Par- 
liament recognizing skvei-y on th’ts continent, 
and (lermitting the .African slave tradE and this { 
was one of tbe causes of the Revolution as set 
forth in the li.?t of grievances against the m Hh- 
er country bv the greatest statesman of that or 1 
any oUier era of tbe world. But you can find ' 
no charter for slavery lu the common law. We 
bave no common law pecmliarly oar own. Our 
common law fe tbe common law of England; 
and iu the wriUngs of no commentator upon 
that law ran y*'0 find a charter for Krvitnde 
sucb as has existed in our land. And Mr. 
Blackstone declares, in substance, that snch fe 
the genius of the common law of England, that 
no slave can live upon ber ?oU for a ffay or an 
hour; that when be trEufe tbe soil over which 
that law has jiirisdiction. and breathes the at- j 
m« sphere of Briifeh iurfepriidencE in that m'x- ' 
ment the fetter? dnxp from hfe feet and the man- | 
acles from hfe hand?, and be stands erect with ' 
tlie brand of slave obliterate frtim hi? brow, j 
and in tbe might and dignity of a freemau. In ' 
proof of thfe 1 will read you a few extracts from ! 
Blackstone’sConimcntarieE (pages 127, 121, and I 
notes, vol. 1). Thus you see that the lex mom | 
tcrijrta dees not charter slaverr. It is true tlrat 1 
a species of servitude exist? under it, but that j 
servltniie mu-i exist by contract. The contract I 
is of such a character as to be enforcihle in a ; 
court of law; tke servant most be capable of i 
contracting, and cannot x1eld np hfe inherent 
rights ot person and of property. Then tbe ^ 
charter for slaverx being alone fooud in tbe • 
Constitution, i? it not fuliv to say that tbe pow- ' 
er to abolfeh slavery by an amendment : 
to that instrument d^ not remain with ' 
tbe people of tbe rountiy? And fe ! 

it not tbe supremaev of ' folly to say I 
that the ]>«ople can limit their own powers? 
Why. sir, when in the convenllon that framed ' 
the Constitation of tbe State of Virginia, the I 
prntiositlon was made to insert a eliuise pro- I 
viding for tbe manner of iu amendment, John 
Randolph assumed the position not onlv that 
there was no limit to the saprem:icv of the 
XX Ui of the peoplE bnt further, tb it they conid 
not be IiDiiied, eveu as to the mouuer in wbi* h 
Cliey would exercise that ?iiprem.xcy; and in this 
position be we? concurred with by the majori- 
tv of the other members of tbat cunvendon. 
With Ui* greatest degree of deference t'> their 
superior XX i-dom and to my own inferioritv os 
a constitutional lawxer, I am constrained to 
disagree with them npon the proposition that 
the p«ople cannot limit or prescribe theui-elve# 
as to the mode of exerrfeiug their jwiwers; but 
DiKin tbe prctiosition that thev cannot ilmit 
ihei'ower it?elt, all reason and common-.?en?e 
proclaim that the members of tbe Virginia 
convtniion were correct The denial ot toe 
right to change a Constitution such Oa that of 
England might lie argned xrith some pmpr'ietr; 
tor ber organic law fe in tbe nature ot contracts 
or compacts iietween a berediiarv governor 
and bfe snJxjects. It consists of charters gen- 
erally xx renrhed from tbe hand? of unwilling 
kings by tlie prowess of tbe Britfeh people: 
such, for instaucE as the Magna Cbarta vieldsii 
reluctunily by the tyrant John to the EugUsh 
borons at Rnneymtde. There were two parties 
to these <N.<mi>aii-is, the king and hfe suOje.Es. 
But our Constitution fe of a different character. 
There was but one party to It, and that partx’, 
according to its own d^ laraiion, was “xTetiM 
|>eople ” Consequentlx the people alone are to 
be consulted in r^urd to changing or modify- 
ing it. 

It fe unnecessary, Mr. S|>eaker. for me to oc- 
enpx the time of the Hoii.?e with a dfecu?.?ion of 
tbe idea involved In this resolution relating to 
tbe designs of the original framer? of the tfon- 
stiintion in regard to slavery; fnr i believe it to 
nniversally con* eded that the great maj*rritv of 
tbe framera of th:it instrument desire*! and ex- 
pected the ultimate emancipaciou of the slaves 
throughout the land which tod ja?t g^ her?elf 
with the beau'Lil'ul robes of repnliliranfem.

there offer their sa<n1fi(Na>; and lliose hopes 
and expectations, hitherto dfeappMnted by rea- 
son of interest, are now, by the crime of a por- 
tion of the slaveholding ^tes and the interest 
of the others, about to reach frnit'OD, and, as is 
declared In this resointlon, among the number 
interested in abolishing slaverx’ is the State of 
Kentucky. 

I am not dfepoeed to detain yon, by a rere*-- 
ence to tbe past hfetorv of Kentuckxr, to find 
material for oriniment, to prove that slaverx has 
hitherto retarded tbe progress of our StatE and 
deadened the enterprise of our necmle *’ Let 
tbe dead (past) bury its d*nd! ’ That which 
has already transpired cannot be rcmed'ied. I 
stand not’ here to legislate on events alreatly 
swallowed up in tbe womb of pa?t vears. But I 
am here to prepare forexenls which are to mark 
tbe daxs and years which are to come But, 
eir, if f weie dfepxosed to in-stltute tn Inquir.- as 
to to the effect of slaverx’ ni>on the wealth and 
tbe iudustrx' of our State, and the progre?# of 
our people in tbe arts and scienceE in internal 
improvement ■ and commercial imixortancE tbe 
response which hfetorv would give to th«U In- 
'liiiry could never be n.?ed in favor of the con- 
tinuance of the system. Kentucky, “tbe first- 
born of the Republic,” begun her career with 
every advantage over her sister Btxtes of the 
West and Northwest, in point of {lopnlatfon, 
soil, climate, and in the pusisession of popalar j 
favor. But now, in popnlation, railroads, tele- 
graph.?, manufactories, the general dissemlna- I 
tiou of education among the peoplE and in all 
things having a tendency to make a commnnity 
prx:?peron.? an.l great, the status of the States 
with which she entered tbe lists of generous 
rixahy fe infir.itelv superior to ber own. Anci 
X* hr fe thfe? -Assuredly her (dtizens have no supe- 
riors in chivalry, grneroeity, liberality, and all the 
other noble atiribntes of manhood.’ Tbe bltxid 
of Kentneky’s sons have moistened the thirsty 
earth on everv field where honor for tbemselvw 
XX as to be obtained, or gloiy to their coanny to 
be achieved. j 

"A* fkr as tbr breeze can bear the billow'* foam.” 
Kentncky bas been renoxrned in b'lstory and in 
song as the niirsing mother of chivalry and the 
home of high and generous resolve. Hoepl- I 
tality is indtgenons to our soil, and love of 
conntry has ever been the first lesson learned at 
the family bearlh-stonE Tinm why fe it that, ] 
notwithstanding all thfe, she has bwn distanced 
in the great race In which she has been compet- 
ing with lier sister States of tbe Nonhxrest?

Bent : because 11 ever made, it ought not hi be 
Bsd( until all the Butes are n-pre-rnted la Cm- 
grass ; and because more ihsn ooe-f>Nirth of tbe 
Bsies sre nut in their places Li the roiou, and, 
coosequet Uv, tbe change oanuot be made c<jn- 
stitntionallv ; but. If made, must be brought 
about by fraud and force. It liecomes sImi a 
wedge a aich divides ns still more a< a poople. 
and makes it more d>tbcalt to settle our nati m- 
sl troubha. Tbit is really the crowuiag objec- 
lion to the danger. 

The above remarks urere evidently meant to 
enforce three points against tbe emsndpatiuo 
of slavnry': First, that our State Constituttea 
fofbUs pfesent interfateooe with slavery, and tbe 
people are opposed to any interffrcooc; aacond. 
that the proposed anli.sUverv amendment as 
adopted by Congrass is unoonatitatkmal, and. if 
made, must be brought about by fraud a^ rto- 
leooe; and, third, that, if adopted, tbeamcadmem 
will Increase tbe difllcnlty of settling our na- 
tkiaal troubles. Upon these three points wr 
lake iesne with Lieateoani.Govenior Jacob. 

As to tbe first puint: We are aware that, ac 
cording tr ;h> terms of our State C JustitnUoa. 
the InhV uBsmt cannot be amended by a oouvcb 
C ion ao as to emancipate alaverv in Kentucky 
earikT (ban tbe y ear 1X70. If tbU course skme 
ahould !«' adopted elarary' couliAiol be legally 
aflrcted in the State except by a slow and pro- 
trarted iwoMsa. But this is not the oaly emrse 
provWlod by which relief may be afforded to 
the existing demorullmd condition of slavery 
ia Kentucky. Our present I>eg:is!atare may at 
once enact a law or amend existing laws so as 
to empnwnr the master to emaucipate bh 
slaves, giving him tbe right to rctala them in 
aarvioc by compensatioo for their Ubor. Sach 
as enactment wassogirasted by Governor Brara- 
iette in hh recent message. Having referred to 
the teat that the rebellion had destroyed prop- 
erty in aiavos, that sneb property now poasested 
only a nominal value In tbls State and required 
aome reamdial law, and yet thu tbe CoasUtu- 
Uon eonld not be amended by aa interdictina of 
alavtry aarlier than 1X70, Ovvernor Bramlauc 
aaid: 

In the sirenfiBw, If onr laws were ao amended 
aa to give slave-owner- the power to emancipate 
their sUvea, and tbe right to retain tfim B|Mm 
fair wages, sav for ten vears. seenring tbe hire 

as a tend to cokmin; and ssttie the eiii 4ncl|>ated 
alavea, volnntaiy emancipstion would tmeoBf 
ao general that, at tbe of ten rear*, bat 
litUe would be left of slaver to be adjuated bv 
• tertberaetkm. 

Tbe above eatr^ frOB the Meesage cleariv 
dtei a method for speedily gettingrid ofalavety 
withoat dhragardieg the ConsUtation. nor 
vfolattng the laws of the State. It would 
ba rtrietly within the purvirw of the fonda- 
meatel law of tbe Commonsraalth. and would 
quickly and eOecUvely secare the (peat object 
cf cmenripation. A bUl evldenUy bamd npoa 
the eoggertioo of Governor Bramlette has 
already been introdneed into tbe S t->te 
by Bon. Mr. MarsbaU. a copy of which we 
publiab in onr oolumns this morning. We have 
a delicate regard for tbe Ueatenant-GovernorV 
“conscience,” bnt we do not aee that be srould 
violate it by giving Mr. ManhaU'f UU his anp- 
port. Wc believe, too, that snefa a meaouiv 
woold not oonflict with the wlU and srishas of a 
large majority of our people who see and appro 
date the inevlteble dortructioo of slavery. Tbe 
paopie know that alavery h virtually gone 
they know that they cannot help it with all tbe 
pre^ndioes combined which they have osoally 
charished againei emancipatkm. We entertain 
no prejndioe* lor stavery nor againet it in tbe 
abitrmt. Onr view of tbe subject is purely 
economic, end we are foUy impressed b\ 
the unavoidable drcuustances about u- 
that slavery In Kentncfcy has lost Us 
as an institution, and is bound to dlsa|»pear 
from cur midst, wbeibcr assisted by us or 
oo(. Its remains are the sonroe of treubie 
onl>— they are effete and bordensome. W'e 
knog that the current of events has iw«iU the 
tennni of the maater very weak indeed, and has 
formed among the sieves of this State a strong 
wiah for freedom, for tbe enjoyment of which 
they are becoming more impatient every diy, 
and nnlaia. in aome way, there shall be legal 
interposUfon to control them, we shall soon 
lose all tbefr labor. Onr Bepresentatives, there- 
fore, owe It to their conet it nents to prepare tbe 
State far tbe rapidly approaching event of uni- 
versal freadom. Something ahould be done to 
retain tbe present negro labor in the State. 
iBt our whole domastii arrangemeMs bebtr>kan 
up and onr fiums be left without fldd- 
banSs and in many dirtiicts without any is inw 
ntnil. The negroes cannot be cured of their 
Unpatienoe for frnedoB. bat they may be la- 
daced. by oompenaatioo. to remain and culti- 
vate our fields. Senator Bristow aaid, oaly a 
few daya ago. that tbe largost slava-boldetv in 
bis dirtrict were now making contracte with 
thab-alavaa, paying them to suy with them. It 
eras the only meana of retaining them. 

Bat tbeCoogrea of the United States has 
tubmitted to (Ik people of tbe respective Steto^ 
a more reedy and swaepinif Bode of destroying 
■larery, and it is against this mode that Lieu- 
g tenant-Govemor Jacob directs his two remain- 
ing potnta. Congrem has adopted an amend- 
ment to the Federal CoosUtutfon which, when 
ratified by tbe LegMeturea of three^oorths of 
the Sutes, wlD interdict slavery throogbout the 
Dnisn. I If ntanaiU -Governor Jacob saya this 
• °>w > dm e nt is not eonetitntfooal. What does

TLe JH/Wtr Urns exorcised is clearly granted 
by tbe irganic law of the nation. The same 
power w as used by Congress in ISfit, sustained 
by the entire Congro'i^loual delegation from 
Kentucky , wben that bod; , by a twro-lhirda 
vote, adopted an amendmint, which, if rat- 
ified by three-fourtbs of tbe statea, would have 
gubiaiiteed slavery forever in tbe Sutes where 
it existed. Tbe ‘..ueaiion now is, whether or not 
three-foniths of the Sutee will ratify tbe pres- 
ent amendment ? If tbe loyal States are suffi. 
cirat In nnmher, they have a perfect constitu- 
tkmal ri(ri>t tef ratity It. Lienh -Governor Jacob, 
however.fears that its adoption will be effected by 
“fraud and v iuk-nce.” \Ye do not aee whv aucb 
■boald be tbe case, nor do we think it will be. 
Tbe Stale- will lie allowed to act freely on the 
i^ik.tect. Voting as freely aa Congre« has, 
three-fourths of the Legislaturea can reject tbe 
anK it'nieet, if they will. B.il, saya tbe Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, wiMild lie UDconstliuiiottAL 
became crrteln Scales nuw in reljellioo are not 
re|>reMnU'd in Congress. The same argnment, 
if effective here, would destroy the binding 
force of every law enacted by Congrew since the 
insurgeait Sutes seceded. What right, therefore, 
has President Lincoln to enforce in a conqnercd 
State any law of Congress {tassed since such 
St te seceded f But. really, the States in rebel- 
lioa are themselves to blame for this ‘-texotlon 
without n presentation. " The national LegC.la- 
tnre, however, has not lost iU character nor 
power by tbe Southern rebellion. 

The third poiiit u.'-ged by the Lientcnant-G.av- 
erwor is that tbe amendment, if adopted, will 
increase the diAcalty of settling our national 
troahles. Tlds is an appeal to the prejudices 
of sisvery. It is an appeal, however, whicb 
comes too late in this hour of popnlar revolu- 
tion. an appeal whieh the rebels them- 
selves will not appreciate. The rebel lead- 
ers know that this war has destroyed 
the roof and shelter of slavery. They 
o|«nly declare that they are nof fighting for tbe 
system. They are willing to give it np. and are 
(ireparing to do so. They propose to arm a 
hundred thousand negroes to figlft against tbe 
Union, promi-ing them ultimate freedom. 
They (etl tbat slavriy ia gone, let this conflict 
end as it wiU, and amending tbe Federal Cm- 
stltutioa so as to prohibit slavery will but 
hasten tbe removal of the vexed queuion from 
raiiooal *politk«. It will not complicate, but, 
we believe, facilitate, the adjnstiuent of onr na- 
tknal tiou^des when tbe period of adjuatment 
shall arrive. Such k the oi>lnk>a, we are an- 
Iborized to suv, which Hon. F. P. Blair has ex- 
|<resfcd siticc his late return to Washington 
from the Contederate Capital. His recent inter- 
view with rebel anlhoritieE impres^ him with 
that ccinvVtkw. ' 

We have implicit faith In tbe patriotic mo- 
tires of Lienk-Oov. Jacob, but we regret that, 
in presence of tbe great events of the hour, be 
has taken tbe poslUon Spoused in his recent 
apcccfa. He has nnnece«earilv aasamed the bnr- 
di n of a death stricken system. He has planted 
himselMn o|>positioD to an irresistible enrrent 
of i>o|<ular sentiiDeni abich Is sweeping on to 
tbe ovtrtbrow <4 slavery. Tbeie is a high point 
from which be might hare seen how Ineffectnal 
is tbe feeble struggle below for an ineUtution 
whiefa the logic of this mightier conflict for na- 
tiooalitv is prov ing out of existence. We wish 
be had ascended to tbat high point, altbougfa. 
ill doing so. he should leave behind many old 
a-aociations and prejudices which have con- 
tributed to form his preiknt views. We v-et be- 
Ik ve be w ill rife with the inevitable progress of 
eveuu. j

Will we not 
by refusing, upon some reasonable term*, to 
ace pi tliv prcqaieed amendment, pcrnitl the 
negp» to InUrpove between ns and oar Govern- 
mcni? We are not to blame 1 >r such an l-s-jo, 
for we ever cp|H«cd it; but will we not have 
cause to reproach onrselves. If, at thii late j)c- 
lir-d of oar slrngflc, we accti>t such an issue? 
These quesiiuiis aie suggestive, and I will not 
elaborate them. 

But w bat have we a righUunder all the clrc!im- 
siances, to demand as just and rea-souable, it wc 
accept tlie pro{>usod amendmeur?

The good r.f our own porple— tecuritv to 
tl:tm oi life liberty, aud the pursuit of happl- 
Dcs'— should lie oiir chief and great concenn in 
acting njicn this niomcmous question. To for- 
feit jircsent b* .etit und im|)eri: future security, 
liecause of di-approbation of ibe pa‘t, is not 
tbe wisdom ol the safe and prudent statesmin. 
If wc could defeat th-j final adoption of tbe 
piojxis^ amendment by our refusal to ratifv It, 
tbe itolicv or impolicy of so doing would then 
leaiegiilmkiequcsilctiof debate. Bat whether 
we ralify or not, tbe end mustcome: it is a fixed 
fact; slavery must end.

u|ion tbe ground that lie was not shot in o|>ea 
brttlc or fair fight? Would such refutal change 
the character of tbe wonnd. or Iresen the dsn- I 
ger of mortificoU'in aud death? Shall we refiv- | 
to have the sliaUered limb of slavery amputated, 
w ben none cm tliiuk of saving ii, merely be 
cause it has been destroy ed by rebels and abo'J- 
t'onisu combined? 

As you love onr country, and w.ould save our 
sufft ling people from evils which no |>en cao 
adequatdy trace. I beseech you to lay aside a!l 
passion, prejudice, and partisan asperities and 
meet this gravest and must vital question to the 
prerenl and future of onr State, which you mtv 
ever be called u{ion to solve, like statesmen and 
patriate who comprehend the erkfa, and dare 
to meet the res|>onaibilities of tbe o<«A8ion.

(9*1 lie telegraphis de*patcb datdd .5th instant, 
annonm-iDg that the Potomac army is once 
more in motion, is well calculated to excite the 
dee{iest feeling tbrongfaout the country. It ap- 
I'ears that on the 5th instant an lm|iortant 
skirmkh o-Turred at Thatcher's Ran, which U 
about twelve miles southeast of Petersburg. 
Tbe fight ’exulted in a ITnion victory, though 
tbe rebels fought with great spirit and bravery. 
Rcliel wagon trains were captured, and a con- 
siderable number of prisoners taken. It Is 
probable tbat a general engagement is near at 
band, if not nuw in progress, between Grant 
and Lee. If fo, we miy regard the co- 
o|«rative camps’igns of Grant and Sher- 
man fully begun, and events of 

tbe higheFt importance as about to occur. 
Wt believe th'.t Lee has sent he-tvy reinfurce- 
mente to Hardee in South Cisoliua, believing 
tbat tbe inactivity of Gmit would enable him 
to do so with f afety. Grant, however, h te, been 
awai' ing onlv ibo progress of Shcnnin from 
Savauuah. He is improving hU opportnnity, 
and, if w e rightly construe Uie prerent indica- 
tioDs, the Potomac army and that nnder Gener- 
al SLerman «rc on the eve of the mo>t impor- 
tant battles of the war. We auxion.-ly aw.iit 
further intelli gence. 

Wc re(n«t to learn that members of the 
liegislature have con-tracd onr articles urging 
the ln>i>ortaDce of vigorous efforts to raire a 
military organization for Slate defence into a 
rebuke of themselves. We have not meant to 
unjoKly rebuke our leprescntatives, for we are 
aware that they, iu connection wiUi onr dis- 
tlngnishcd and patriotic Governor, tuve 1 iborod 
assidnou.-ly to dl'^horge their duly in reference 
to this matter. Now that the order of General 
Burbridge has been rescinded, we would again 
impress anr people with the importance of 
oo-operating with onr representatives in thU 
great work. Let an effective organization be 
promptly raised, that onr State may be rid of 
tbe murderous bands now infeKing its borders. 
There are able-bodied men oil over tbe State 
who should rtlly to the cause. 

(F'I"he idea of nationality is deejiening and 
doily strengthening in the popular mind of this 
country. Tbe theories of local sovereignty, so 
long carried to an extravagant extent, are 
losing their hold upon public favor, and tbe 
essential imiiortance of national unity and in- 
tegrity is supplanting them. Tbe fact that we 
are one [>eo|ile and have a common interest is 
now tbe grand Uver of pojiolar action. It 
Ftrengthenr the States’ combination in supixirt 
Ol tbe National Government: It impels the irrs- 
-istible progress of our armies; it is the basis 
of every enlivening hope of future jiower and 
glory to tbe conntry.

laudable and Christian enterprise. The Cjm- 
; iii'ireiou has thus far dci'cndcd alone uiion pub- 
lic contribution.*. 

The tel<?;raph n ports that a rum >r pre- 
* vails lUat tbe icbels are prepariag to e7a;u:»te 
Richmond. Wc do not think that .any reliance 
I tan lie plactd in the report. Tbe CoufeJerates 
; vv ill not abandon their capital without a severe 
Btiugglc. The movements of Shennan and 
Grunt are threatening and jicrhaps d ingerou* to 
the rebel cause, yet we do not believe that Lcs 
; is fditd with £0 much alarm as to enicrtVui a 
' thought 60 abrurd as the julet evacu.ition of 
; Richmond and the surrender of the city wiih- 
‘ but a show of fight. The fortifications have 
j lieen constructed with too much care and at 
I too great an expense to be abandoned now — 
I in the hour of danger— without resistance, 
i Ri-ar.chvilie, Augusta, and Petersburg may 
! fall, and a wall of Federal bayonets 
j encircle tbe stronghold, y et the rebel army 
j will remain defiant within the fortifica- 
: tions of Richmond, and stubbornly defend 
Ibtir capital to the last. The Confede- 

rates cannot affurd to sunender'thc city. It 
gives too much prestige to their cansc abroad. 
Ricl,niccd ha.s liecorae cl'isely identified with 
Ibe rebellion, and in the eyes of forclguers the 
btlligertnt States are and will be rcgardcl in 
the light of a Government so long as they suc- 
' cessfully dcfuid tlielr capital against tbe armies 
(■f the North. E.aeh year since the commence- 
ment of the war, we have heard, we know not 
how nifny lime*, that the rebels were prepar- 
ing to tvn. ua'.e Richmond. The report has 
I l cen r< i>eaied so often that wo now look u[>on 
I it ae an old story, often told. Richmond event- 
ually will iall, but tbe stars anl stripes, in our 
I opinion, will not wave over the city until the 
I itl»el army mai^scd under Lee has been ernshed. 
j Kicbnioi d is their all, and to preserve it the

(S'We clip the following from the New, Or- 
IcacB Times of January r.Ist: 

Wc have undoubted information by a refugee 
from Mobile, who left that city on the liitbiust , 
"and arrived here yesterday, ih.at the evacuation 
of the place commenced "on the day of his de- 
jiaiture, and that guns anti ordnance btorcs 
were going to Selma by rail and water. 

SimulUnt-on-ly with this movement, a sweep- 
ing conscription’was going on among the citi- 
zens of Mobile, to escape widch people were 
fleting frf-m the city bv squads. Our infirmant 
was ore of a party of twelve pers-ins who werr- 
foi tnuate enough to eecaiie to a point whence 
iliey were taken off by boats from one of our 
war vessels. 

It w as the general irapression in Mobile that 
no deIcBCc of the city would be attempted. Its 
garrison was small." and compost 1 of tnUitiv 
Mli ne. under the commaud of Generals Tavlor 
and Mf tiry. 

Mobile, If not alrc.idy surrendered, i* du.*Uned 
j to fall. The troops in General Canby's depart- 
I lUf nt have been conccntr.ated for some .mpor- 
tent movement. Mempliis, Vicksburg. New 
1 Orlean.s, and other militiry points; have been 
; nearly stripiied of soldiers to participate in a 
I I ew, active, and stirring campaign. Oenenl 
j Davidson's cavalry raid through Somheni Mis- 
I sirippi, several weeks ago, Jemon-lraleJ the 
Juct that the country could be penetrated with 
apparent ea.-e. and railroad commuuicatiun be 
I destroyed north of .Mobile. His raid created 
' great alarm among the people aud disturbed 
tbeir ftelini^ of seeurlty. Gen. Canby determin- 
ed to pioflt br the knowledge acqulred in that 
expedition. A grand concentratbin of forces un- 
der bis ccnimand has taken place, and a bold and 
vigorous campaign has been inaugurated. The 
details of his operations have not been furnished 
to the public, therefore we know but little In re- 
gard to bis uiovemetiU. It ia probable that one 
column U advancing from tbe vicinity of Vick.s- 
burg, while another moves forw^d from the 
new ba;e cstahlisbed at Pask.agoula. We do 
not know these to be facts — we simply sa,v such 
a I'rt'eramme is {wssible. There Is one tliinf 
evident, our troops are advancing in sfon^ 
force, and great alarm prevails in M >- 
bile and in Southern Mississippi aud 
Alabama. The stories of refugees should 
l« received with extreme caution, yet we see 
nothing improhahle in the statements furnished 
by the gcutleiaan esca|>ed from .Mobile. When 
tbe forts whicb guarded tbe entrance to the b:ty 
were captured by Admiral Farragnt the city 
WHS rct'lied of much of its impo'tance. It 
ccpted to be a port of entry for blr-ckode-run- 
Dcra. and, cut off from the waters of the gulf 
and almost isolated, it liecame n» longer a vital 
(loiiit to the Confederacy. Tbe rebels, how- 
ever, eannet surrender the city wUhout regret, 
and they cannot abandon more iinjiortanl posi- 
tions to defend the place against the powerful 
army feow advancing upon it Wn believe that 
the city is destined to fall, ifalready a conquered 
people do not acknowledge the snprcmac.v of 
the Federal fiag. It Is stated that the evacua- 
ation commenced on the 16th of January. The 
rebels cn that day commenced moving the heavy- 
guns and the ordnance stores to Selma, as it 
wsL* presumed, to prepare for the departure of 
the troops. A sweeping conscription of the 
citizens was going on, and the city was wild 
with excitement. In order to escape mili- 
tary service, the able-bodied males were 
flying to the country in squads. If the 
rebels e-elebrated their departure from tbe 
place in a manner so unacceptable to the 
citizens, it is probable tha^ the “Yankees” 
found, or will find, a warmer welcome than was 
anticipated. Selma, the point to which tbe 
rebels are retreating, is tbe county seat of OaI. 
las county, Alabama, and situated on tbe right 
bank of the Alabama river, about one hnndred 
miles from its mouth. Heretofore commnnica- 
Uen has been preserved between Mobile and 
Scima by railroad and by water. When Mobile 
is surrendered to the Federal army, in Soutbem 
Alabama, the rebels can offer no .successful resist- 
ance away from Selma. A large tract of coun- 
try, then, will have to lie abandoned by them. 
With Gt neral Thomas in Northern and General 
Canby in Southern .Mabama, the rebels bold 
but a narrow strip of the State, and we may 
look upon it as nearly restored to the Union. 

O' We are informed by a special despatch 
from Wa.*Llnginn that Major-General John M. 
Falmer has been ap]K>Ioted to command in Ken- 
tucky. General Falmer formerly commanded 
a coiqis in the .\rmy of the Cumberland, and 
achieved a fine reputation as an officer. As tbe 
6uccee.=cr of General Burbridge we trust he will 
prove as efficient in discharging the new and 
serious rcsjionslbillties intrusted to him, as he 
has been in other fields of lalior. We cordially 
welcome him to Kentncky. Tbe General is a 
native of this State, and was aiqiointed from 
Illinois. The interests of Kentucky and Ullnola 
are very’ closely identified in this gre.at straggle, 
and we shall expect General Palmer to exercl-ie 
here tbe same wise discretion which hs would 
certainly exert in behalf of his own State. We 
fiimiy believe he will do so. Differences of an 
unpleasant character have separated onr State 
officers from the predecessor of General Palmer. 
Those differences will no longer disturb the 
welfare of onr Commonwealth. The appoint- 
ment of General Palmer brightens the prospect 
of Kentuck.v^ 

Quite an interesting controversy is soon 
to arise in tbe Senate of the United States, rela- 
tive to the admission into that Ixidy of Senators 
from the State of Virginia. TUe State organi- 
zation of West Virginia has already been recog- 
nbwd by Congress, and both Representatives 
and Senators therefrom have been admitted 
into tbe body. Hon. Joseph Segar has just pre- 
sented his credentials as Senator from Virginia 
proper, and his case will be a subject of contro- 
versy. The “Old Dominion ’’ is ostensibly di- 
vided now Into three States : the government of 
OBC l>elng at MTieeliug, the other at Alexandria, 
and the third at Richmond, under rebel authori- 
ty. Congress has power to determine the quali- 
fications of its own members, and we shall watch, 
with seme enriosity, the disposal now to be 
made ot the Uon. Joseph Segar's credentials.

They need only ths 
earnest, determined co-oi>ernlion of the loyal 
States In sending forward recruits, to be enabled 
triumi>bantly to consummate their present 
campaigns. T;.ft fate ot the nation hinges 
on these campaigns.

We were In- 
duced to believe that tbe fugitive ex-Senator 
Lad entered fully upon one of the must brilliant 
bcbemes of empire, susuine l iu his purp'jses by 
tbe astute genius uf tbe French Emiieror, It 
will lie Seen, however, from a despatch from 
Havana, by way of New York, published in our 
columns this morning, that the interesting sto- 
ries to which the American prc-sgave currency 
have become exceedingly impiobable. These 
rtories are represented as being the source of 
amuseiECut in Havana, where ex-Senator Gwin 
uow is, and whence he Is soon to depart for 
Eiircqie.

AOKICl LTLRAL COLLEQK ANU KE.NTt CKY 
UNIVERSITY. 

The House of Representatives of the Kentncky 
Legislature, in Frankforg passed a bill oa the 
7tb inst , fur an Agricultural College, by a vote 
of 64 for and 19 against, showing a verv large 
majority in favor of the bill. This is one of the 
most important measures which has been before 
tbe Legislature this session. We have had the 
pleasure of an extended interview with the 
chairman of the commiUee who reported the 
bill, and from him we learn that the State ha* 
done the verj best thing iioasible in passing iti j 
law. 

The bill provides that the State shall have ex- 
clusive control of the monev to be derived from ' 
tbe Cvmgressional Land (irant; the SUte to ap- 
(Kiint a committee of visitors, who, 8h.all see 
that the Kentncky University is eomplving at 
ail times with the act of Congress and the law 
of t'ae State; the Universit.v to teach three 
liunclred jonngmen of the Stale, frr« of charge; 
to furnisli grounds and buildings, librarj-, appa- 
ratus, chemical, philosophical, a.stromomieal, 
mechanical. &c . , dec , w ithout charge to the 
Slate. 

Sec tion four of the hill provides that nothing 
trclarian .shall ever be taught the pupils, ana 
tbat a majoritj of tbe Professors :iDd managers 
thall never be members of aav one drnuminathn 
at the same time. This is the guard which a 
wise Lrsisiature throws around the nse of this 
sacred fond, and must silence forever the clamor 
of sectarian intruders and bigoted fault-finders. 
The interest arising from the land-grant fund 
to be p^d semi- annually to tbe treasurer of 
Kentucky University, anil by him disbursed to 
tbe Profeesore on their salaries. 

At the present time, it is impossible for the 
State to provide University buildings and 
grounds. Kentucky University proposes to do 
this. Tranovlvania Univeraity has agre^ to 
turn over to Kentncky University all its munds, 
buildings, library, apparatus, and endowment 
fond, <ke., and this, with the interest from the 
land grant, enables Kentncky University 
to accept from tbe State the trmtf. and 
enter forthwith upon the great work of .dueat- 
ing three hundred yourig men for tbe State free 
of any charge for t iilion. The State ha*b^ 
no offer of aid from any other inst’tation, aui 
unless something is speedily done th-f State will 
lose the Congressional- Land Grant. Kentncky 
University, with her $200,(XX) endowment fund, 
now bearing interest, with fl.50,000 furnished 
by Trantylvanla, will be amply able to carry out 
fur Ibe slate of Kentuckv, withoat the cost of 
one dollar to the State, all the trusts committed 
by Congress to her. 

The bill passed the H'vnse; his been reported 
tn tbe Senate, and will come up lo-day for con- 
sideration by that body. We trust It'will meet 
with as much favor there- as it d'd in the Hou*e. 
We cannot see on what ground* opposition can 
be made.

V ithout further bloodshed. The c’onfercncc at 
l:'.st has been held, but the ho-ies of early (leace 
have received no enc* mragem ;at from it. When 
President Lincoln and ::>cC7etary Seward pro- 
pcsed I'cace on the liaeU of a restored naiion- 
.:l.tj’, the rebel comm'issioners dR«ented and de- 
tiianded recognition of Confederate inde- 
pendence. As a matter of coarse the con*nlta- 
tion ended in the renewed determinatian of tbe 
President to carry on tbe war nntll peace shall 
l-c conquered, and tbe suprem.ocy ot National 
authority be follv reasserted. The .\mcrican 
Union, said Mr. Llnc'vln, must and shall be pre- 
Eerved; and that sentiment is echoe-.i through- 
out the loyal State*. 

The important advantage wiiich the country 
Las derived from the late conference 1* found iu 
tbe rapid concentration of all parties in the 
lojal States ujion the absorbing proposition 
tl:at prart m’tei i-omr through var. The is*ue of 
this struggle Los been clearly and unmistakably 
defined. There miu>t be war or national dis- 
memberment. When, several days ago, the re- 
sult of the peace consultation w.as announced 
in the Federal Congress, ILon. Samuel S. Cox, 
a leading Democrat and a g»au peace adv>x*ate, 
immediately offered a resolution in the House 
of Representatives, tendering the thanks of 
thatlbody to President Lincoln and Secretary 
Seward for tbe prompt and decisive answer 
given by them to tbe rebel commissioners, and 
declaring the purpoee of the Government to 
proecente the war, regardless of costs, until its 
authority shall be re established throughout 
tbe insurgent Sutes. The resolution of Mr. 
Cox, coming, as it did. from a formidibls an-

w ith the resolution of Mr. Cox, Il.i'n. Fern ioJo 
Wood, of New York, who is only next to Val- 
landigham a* a leader of the peace party, intro- 
duced into tbe Hoiitte tbe following resolution: 

Rtfolvrd, That it is the duty of tbe President 
t'> maicuiln. in every c<mEtitutional and legal 
manner, tbe integrity of the .American Union aa 
formed by the iathere of tbe repunlic, and in no 
eveDk, and under iio (.ircnmstanccs, to proffer 
or accept negotiations which shall adiuir, by 
■ be remotest implication, the exlatence of any 
( ther Federal or Confederate Government witti- 
iu the territorj’ of the United States. 

In conceclien with his resolution, Mr. Wood 
made tbe following remarks to Congress : 

He, for one, thanked tbe President for making 
an k(.'iiC:t effort to prevent the foitber shedding 
t'f blood aud the cxhan.*tion uf tbe energies ot 
tbe conntry. Rumor sakl the negotiations had 
failed. This was to be regretiea, but, if thej- 
tailtd in consequence of the indisposition of the 
rebel authorities to return to their alliance 
and duty on tbe basL* of our common Consti- 
tuiii n, they might as well know, that, so far as 
Lc repre s( iitcd the peace sentiment, he would 
Lot susUin them in their position. He was op- 
posed to the war because he was opposed to 
the dissolution of tbe Union, and it had been 
me cf bis complaints against tbe .\dminl-tra- 
tioD, tbat. so tar from making overtures, it had 
prevented propositions of peace by denj’ing the 
admittance of eommis.*iuners from the South- 
ern government ; but if tbe door has now been 
thrown c)|>en by the President, and if the 
8 uswer to that was that they would accept rc- 
cognitii n and nothing else,'then he desired to 
saj-, with bis humble effort* he should aid the 
c-rinquering armies of his couiitrj’ to obtain by 
force what it has been unable to obtaiu by 
peace. 

The above resolution and remarks of Fer- 
nando Wood are verj significant, foreshadowing 
as they do, an earue^t co-ojieration of all par- 
ties in sustaining the Government throoghoui 
this mighty struggle. “We are all Democrat.*, 
we are all Republicans, while the Union is iu 
danger,” said Thomas Jefferson in his Inaugural 
Address, when our young republic was threat- 
ened by menaces from abroad ; and the noble 
scDtiment of that illustrious statesman swells 
now in tbe bosom of every Union-loving citizen. 

The loyal .American people are engaged in a 
struggle to prevent the disintegration of the 
republic, and while our heroic soldiers in the 
field are perilling their lives to maintain national 
integrity, they hare a just right to demand that 
tbe masses at home and the Executive Admin- 
btrution shall take no step whicb shall make all 
their p>ast sacrifices useless, and cause their 
tuture efforts to be of no avail. We are not to act. 
however, on behalf of the living alone. Fr-im 
more than three hundred thousand still greeu 
and umudded graves there comes an niibroken 
vcice demanding that the cause of constitutional 
guverument shall not be abandoned uui.l this 
eccursed rebellion is crushed, the Uon-titution 
again thoroughly established, and peace re- 
nt red thre.ughoul the length and breadth of the 
lard. These are tbe considerations now bind- 
ii'g together the men of ail tianies. This arduous 
Mruggle is felt to be a painful neccosity. The very 
object lor which the reU-la declare themselves 
as tighting cannot for one moment be conceded; 
oihei wise wc must concede that the American 
government has proved the most stupendous 
failure in either ancient or modern times. If 
the rebel principle c4 disintegration be permit- 
ted, aud States, at their will and pleasure, are 
at liberty to sever their faderal allegiance, then 
tl'C Government of tbe United Sutes, which 
so leccntly conimauded the respect of its citi 
rei's at home, aa well as the respect and 
cou'idente of nations abroad, will be found to 
Lave been a Government which, for seventy 
J cars of apparent prosperity, cherished within 
itself the elements of its own overthrow, and 
the American Constituiion an inKrument which 
enabled a part of the i>eople to prostrate the 
libertiebol the whole. 

Let, then, all party cries be hushed: let all 
divisions cease; let tbe loyal Statea with solid 
iront buetain the imperilled flag, and throngh 
the din and dun of war, at last, the bells in all 
onr silent spires will 

— -VUab their claneot on tbe air, 

Rin? tbeir wildniiiaic out with throbbing choire, 

Kiu( peace in everywhere." 

^ff-Tbe ej es of the nation are eame*tly direct- 
ed toward the great armies of Grant and Sher- 
man. These two leaders seem to hold the des- 
tiny of the war in their own hands. The over- 
throw of the rebel aimics at Richmond and in 
theCarolinas is the grand object of tbeir present 
campaigns, and, should that object be achieved, 
the Government will at once have conquered an 
enduring peace. The movements which have 
occurred In the Potomac army within a few dayu 
past have resulted favorably to our arms, ena- 
bling our veteran troops to secure an advanced 
position five miles beyond their former encamp- 
ment, and that much nearer the city of Peters- 
Imrg, the objective point of operations. Tuis 
great Union gain promises the earlv evacuation 
•of Petersburg by the rebel army there. A great 
battle, perhaps the bloodiest of the war, is like- 
ly soon to occur in the vicinity of Richmond. 
General Grant will meet a skilful and stnbbom 
f> >6 in the army of Lee, for tbat army is the main 
Etay of the rebellion. <Tbe movements just in- 
ti ngurated about Petersburg we regard as in- 
cipient to the spring campaign. They are some- 
what earlier than we anticipated. In thia con- 
nection we extract some suggestions from tbe 
lust number of the Army and Nary Journal as 
to tbe probable course of tbe spring campaign, 
suggestions well deserving consideration. T^e 
Jonraal sayr. . 

We regard Grant and Lee as about equal in 
Etrenglh, considering the tasks imposed npon 
each. Facb, by position, is in a condition to resist 
all possible aggressirn; and neither, therefore, is 
prepared to make any vi(^roaa and decisive 
aggressive movement with reasonable chance of 
success.

tlie abandonment of positions of considerable 
iir.portonce to ns. j 

We believe that the ultimate design of Gen. i 
Sberoun's campaign, in South Carolina and 
North Carolina, is te co-operate with General j 
G: ant in a grand assault upon Gen. Lee. Sher- j 
m.in U achieving fine snccesa at present, and 
u e confidently expect him to utterly defeat the 
rebels under Gen. Hardee. His campaign will, 
doubtless, embrace several months. There are 
great difficulties finally to be overcome. .Along 
in tbe spring, when he shall have Wilmington 
for his base, he must encounter serious dangers. 
On this point the Armji and Navy Journal 
makes the following suggestions:

He said in the evidence th.it he ordered Burn- 
side to pul Ids colored division in iront, and I 
l>elievt-lt he had done so, it would have been a 
success. 

Tbe order for planning the mine was given 
by G( n Afcade. Gen Burnside labored to in- 
duce Gen. Meade to rescind the order. ’There 
ir a difleieiice between tbe tcsUnionv of the two 
(•cnerais, Meade testify ing that Biiru'ide. was 
anthotizwl to exercise bis judgment a* lo 
wiihdrawal. Col. Plea'unts teslides that Gen. 
Meade and the chief engineer had no faith in 
I be tuccess of the mine. The cjminittee are of 
the o]>ioioD that the cause of the disaster wa-t 
the change of Burnside's plan to put the colorctl 
triKips iu the advance. The conduct of the 
colored troo|)s when put in action would seem 
to Justify the confidence Gen. Barnd*idc re- 
posed iu them. Gen. Grant attributes the dis- 
aster partly to the troops being unaccompanied 
b.t any of the division commander#. 

In conclusion the committee report their opln- 
i'-n that the cause of this disastrous result is 
mainly attributed to the fact that the plans and 
suggestions of the General who had devoted his 
attention on long to this subject, and who bad 
careiullv “drilled his troops for the purpose,” 
should have been disregarded by the General 
who had evinced no faith in the successful 
propecution of the work, and had assumed the 
entire dlreclton and control only when it was 
(ximpleted and the time bad come for reaping 
the advantages that might have been derived 
from it.

T1 e .Army ol the Potomac I# once more in 
motion _ and. ere this despatch reaches you, the 
oljcct intended to be atcompllshed will not 
cnly have been developed, but the degree of sac- 
cpi-8 rcfulilng will also no doubt be known bv 
that time. 

At o’cltK’k this morning the .I'.h (xjrps, pre- 
ceded by Gregg’s cavalry, started on the road 
to Ueams's Slalion. No lorce of the enemy wa# 
met ou the route, but the road# at variou# 
points were j.ickcted by cavalry, all ol 
whom retreated as tbe (xilumn advanc- 
ed. Aliout c(H>n tbe column reached Row- 
anelz's creek, over which a bridge of consid- 
cralile length had to be cuustructed, occupying 
several hoars. Aliont 3 o’clock P. Al. the Jd 
Pcnn.*yhania cavalry, under Major He##, wore 
sent oiit to make connection between them and 
tbe 2d corpA, the 2d and 3d division# of which 
bad gone nut on the Vuiighn road as far a# 
Thatcher’s Run to dem<jn#tr:ite in that direc- 
tion. On rcachicg the run, tbe 1st brig.ideof 
the 3d division 2d corps charged and took a 
line of rifle-pits on the we.#t ride, losing but few 
men. They advanced about a mile across the 
run, driving the enemy’s pickets before them. 
Here a strong line of breastwork# wa# erected 
iu a short line.making the jioeition jicrfectly se- 
cure. The ."id Penusylvaulacavalry, after croi^ 
ing a short distance south of Vaughn's road, 
advani'cd southward, and 8<xin met a smill 
force in aiUliusb, which poured a bharp volley 
into onr men, killing two, it is said, and wound- 
ing several, li>;*idee a numtKr of horse#. A 
(lart of tbe 3d division, of the 2d corpA here 
ome to the support of the 3d PeniuylvanU 
cavalry, drove the rebels off, and soon after a 
coiineclicn with the right of the 5th (»>rp« was 
reported made. Uji to this time very little 
fighting had taken place, tbe 5th (»>rp# being 
frcan-ely engaged at all. Tbe 2d division, of 
the .‘hi corps, under Gen. Smith, reaching 
Thatcher's Run, turned tu the right, and ad- 
vanced in a northwesterly direction toward 
Arnisirong Bill, but tefore going m'Te than 
threc-(|uarters of a mile, tbe enemy were dis- 
covered in a strong position and in conriderable 
forte. Four divisions of Gen. Gordon’s being 
rc^rted in tbe vitdnity, the whole of our meu 
erected temporary bn^tworks on a part of the 
line, w hile tbe balance bad only time 8U throw 
up smaU French rifle-pits. Skirmishing was go- 
ing on all this time between tbe enemy and 
onr shorphooler#. About half-past 4 
o’clock the rebel batteries opened for 
purpose of developing onr jiosUioa and strength 
but DO reply was made, the rebels at length ap- 
pearing and advancing in line of baule with a 
strong skirmish line thrown out in advance. 
Our men were ready for them and as thev 
charged across an open field they received such 
a galling tire aa to cause them to fall li*ck in 
disorder leaving many dead and woundeii on 
tbe field. After repeating tbe attempt to dis- 
lodge onr men and failing each time, a relief 
force was sent around to turn the right flank of 
the division of ca rally. Colonel Alurphy of 
tbe Giith New York, comni.inding the second 
brigade was posted here with hi# Tight resting 
on Ihe swamp and wa# fully prepared for any 
such movements. There again the rebels suf- 
fered severe loss as they attempted to break our 
lines. They were tinallv forced to give It np, 
and soon ^icr dark firing cea.#ed, the reliels 
falling back to their wurkA Our loss during 
ti e day was quite ligot, probably not over one 
bundled altogether, although tbe exact aumter 
i# notlvDOwn. Col. Murphy waa wounded in 
the knee but not seriouely, while giving orders 
to his men His Assistant Adjntant-Oeneral, 
Lieut. McFanisb was mortally wounded in the 
breast 

General Smith deserves mhcu praise for tbe 
manner in which he handled hi# division, being 
present all over the field, watching closely every 
move of the enemy. 

We expect a great battle to-morrow, with 
a more decisive resnlt than obtained to-day. 
The weather is clear and cold, and Just suitable 
for movement# in this country.
